Fail* in the Senate But It Will 


Reconsidered. 


HARRJSBURG. May IS.— The Kline 


bill, to permit the State Treasurer to 
license brewers and distillers, hit 
snag in the Senate yesterday when ef- 
fort was made to secure concurrence 
in the House amendments. After 
scene probably unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the Senate, the body refused 
to agree to the amendments. 


When the bill came up Senator F. 


S. Mcllheny, Philadelphia, called the 
attention of the Senate t«> the fact that 
the proposition nnder consideration 
was the brewery bill. Ho said that he 
considered the legislation vicious. Sen- 
ator Joseph Heacock, -Montgomery, an- 
nounced: 
"1 voted for this bill last 


w«ek under a misapprehension. Xow 
that I am better informed, J am op- 
posed to the legislation." 


Senator Charles H. Kline of Pitts- 


bury, who had charge or the bill, was 
busy circulating among che Senators, 
but did not think oratory was neces* 
sary. Not a word wr.s said in behalf 
of the measure and the i:lerk was or- 
dered to call the roll. When the call 
was completed KJine awoke to the 
fact that he needed one tnore vote to 
make the necessary constitutional ma- 
jority of 26. 


For the next ten minur.es the Sena- 


tors and big audience of spectators 
witnessed an unusual scene. 
Kline 


was trying to get the other vote. He 
appealed to Senator James P. McNIch- 
ol to use his influence wl:h a Senator, 
who has particular constituents, and so 
failed to hear his name called.

Xichol simply smiled and sat still. 


Kline next spied Senato;- A. \\'. Pow- 


ell of Allegheny, who had not voted. 
lie made a dash for him, but was met 
with, the statement that the Senator
